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SUFFERED FOR FOO 


Seventeen Rescuéd by Boat Six Days 
_ After Disaster, Tell of Harrow- 
ing Experiences. 


THE LIFE PRESERVERS ROTTEN 


Steamer Sank in Twelve Minutes— 
Engineers Returned to Post and 
Were Drowned. 


ABERDEEN, Scotland, July 6.—Another 
boatioad containing 17 survivors of the ill- 
fated Danish steamer Norge, which foun- 
dered off Rockal! reef, 200 miles from the 
Scottish mainland on June 28, were landed 
here last night by the steam trawler Largo 
Bay. 

Six hundred and twenty-seven persons 
are missing, it is reported. The contingent 
now being cared for at Aberdeen consists of 
12 passengers, the third mate of the Norge, 
the quartermaster, a steward, a lamp trim- 
mer and one of the crew. 

They drifted at the mercy of the Atlantic 
for six days. When their water and food 
were gone and when 
almost too exhausted even to hope, the 
trawler hove in sight. This was on July 
4. when the boat was about 30 miles off 
St. Kilda. 

Those rescued had eked out an existence 
on two biscuits per day. When they start- 
ed from the ill-fated ship there was only 
one small cask of fresh water in the boat. 
They weathered a gale and continued as 
best they might, striving to reach the coast 
of Scotland against the heavy seas, From 
strips of life belts they constructed a crude 
gail. The men had scarcely strength enough 
to hold the oars. 

When the survivors were dragged on 
board the trawler, the fishermen were 
ebliged to forcibly prevent them from cat- 
ing and drinking to much. 


Three Other 


Boats Survived. 

Many of those 
wounds sustained in jumping from the 
deck of the sinking ship. The legs and 
arms of others are swollen from exposure 
and from the salt water. 

The third mate states that three other 
boats started with that rescued by the 
Largo Bay. One of those contained 2 
persons, including several women and chil- 
dren. Another boat had 15 men, with the 
second mate in cYfarge. The third boat had 
10 men on board. The survivors parted 
company with the three boats on July 3. 
The British gunboat Leda, the government 
fishing cutter Jackal!l, a steamer chartered 
by the Danish consul at Glasgow, and sev- 
eral other vessels are @iligently searching 
for these boats. Three children rescued 
from the Norge, only to die on shore, were 
buried today at Stornoway amidst pathetic 
scenes. 

Those who have visited the scene of the 
wreck where the long pile of granite, ris- 
ing sheer out of the Atlantic. 29) miles from 
the Scottish mainland, stands as a monu- 
ment to the nearly 700 dead, say the wreck 
is completely hidden in the water. Now 
it is known that 147 of nearly 800 on board 
were saved. 

No tragedy of thg sea has had more ap- 
palling consequences and none las (c- 
curred in a shorter time. The passcngers 
were suddenly aroused from their sicep, 
terrified by the contact of the wows of 
the ship with the solid granite, foi'owd 
by a nding, rasping sound as if the hull 
was ing shored over huge rocks. Tren 
silence as the clanging bells brought tlhe 
engines to a stop. Those of the passengers 
who were standing at the time the steamer 
atruck the rock were thrown to the decks 
and had not recovered their feet when a 
stentorian voice gave the terrifying vcder, 
“AN hands on deck!"" Hurry or we may 
sink, men.”’ 

Immediately there was a rush for the 
Narrow companionwey and men, women 
and children pushed and struggled in their 
efforts to reach the deck, where the boats 
swung from the davits.

Returned to Posts 


Some men of the engineer force had rela- 
tives among the passengers, and after see- 
ing them safely to the boats they hero- 
ically returned to their: stations below. 
Slowly the ship backed off, and as she 
gained way it was found that water was 
pouring into her hold. This announce- 
ment, called out in Scandinavian and pre- 
saging death, added to the supreme fright 
aod agony. 

ihe passengers who were piled in the 
boats were the fortunate ones who were 
to escape, while the unfortunate ones, who 
saw death near, clustered in seething, 
Struggling masses, some on their knees 
praying, surrounded by children, others 
supplicating aid from anyone and shrieking 
for permission to enter the boats, elbowing, 
fignting their way to the places from 
which the boats were being lowered. 

The svund of the grin@ing ceased, the 
bow of the Norge yawned as the steamer 
returned fo deep water. The sea rushed 
hungrily into the huge rents made by the 
rocks in the iron hull. ; 
Swiftiy the vessel began to sink by the 
bows. Without waiting for orders, without 
paying attention to their proper manning, 
the occupants began to lower the boats. 
The starboard lifeboat began slowly to fall, 
when to the horror of those on board, the 
stern tackle failed while the bow tackle 
ran free, 

Soon the boat was almost perpendicular. 
Those who were in it clung desperately to 
the sides and seats until a reat wave 
came towering along and struck the boat, 
smashing it against the side of the ship: 
The occupants of the boat who were not 
ee vy the impact were thrown into the 
water. 


Second Boat 
Is Crushed. 


Undeterred by the experience of the first 
boat, a second, loaded principally with 
women and children, was lowered. This 
time .the tackle ran smoothly, but the hopes 


of escape of the passengers on board were 
blasted. The moment it touched the water 
waves picked up the smail craft as if it 
had been a feathér and dashed it against 
the side of the ship in spite of the frantic 
efforts of the passengers to fend it off. 
The crush was heard on deck. Then the 
sea swallowed more victims, and pieces of 
wreckage slowly drifted toward the rock.

Fifty-Two Victims Reported—3049 
Injured—Fatalities From Lock-_ / 


jaw Will Increase Number. 

CHICAGO, July 6.—The Tribune, which 
makes special effort to gather reports of 
Fourth of July accidents, says today: 
From a total of 25 persons killed and 1384 
injured. reported yesterday, the casualties 
resulting from the country’s cel ation of 
the Fourth of July reached 52 killed and 
20649 hurt, early today. 

The figures for Chicago are one dead 
and 101 injured, with 6 hurt by fireworks, 
9 by cannon and 14 by firearms, 9 by gun- 
powder, and 4 by toy pistols. The statistics 
yesterday were one killed and 82 injured.

Foreigner Returning to United States 


Did Not Know Papers Made Him 
Italian Citizen. 


PHILADELPHIA, July 6.—Tearing into 
fragments the papers entitling him to pro- 
tection of the sovereign of his native Italy, 
Angelo Michele Pematezzi dramatically de- 
termined the question of his American 
citizenship before United States Commis- 
sioner Craig, declaring as he did so, “I am 
an American citizen, and I intend to remain 
one!"’ 

Commissioner Craig and Assistant United 
States District Attorney Stewart had been 
endeavoring for more than gn hour to de- 
termine whether Pematezzi was a citizen 
of the United States or whether he owed 
allegiance to the King of Italy. The man 
had been detained by immigration officers 
when he arrived at this port on the steam- 
ship Haverford, as he had in his possession 
papers entitling him to claim citizenship in 
either country. 


These papers were examined by Commis- 
sioner Craig in an effort to decide the prob- 
lem, and Pematezzi had been plied with 
numerous questions without the case be- 
coming less involved when the man brought 
the controversy to an end in a forcible, if 
not exactly legal manner in tearing up the 
Italian papers. He was then discharged 
from custody. 

Pematezzi was naturalized in Pittsburg 
two years — and later returned to Italy 
on a visit. In order to travel to various 
parts of his native country he obtained a 
passport and various papers from its gov- 
ernment. He was unaware, he claimed, 
that the papers had been drawn up in such 
&@ manner that he again became a subject 
of the King of Italy.

BOY STOLE YACHT 
AND TURNED PIRATE 


His Young Comrades Deserted and the 
Boat Went Aground Before Po- 
lice Came, 


HE IS JUST 12 YEARS OLD 


Ambition Is to Run a Locomotive ‘All 
Alone and He May Kidnap 
One. 


BROCKTON, Mass., July &—Hobo, yacht 
thief, sailor and pirate are a few of the 
roles that have been played by 12-year-old 
Elisha Leonard Horton, son of Capt. Geo. 
E. Horton of Battery I during the past 
four months. 

He was captured in Boston about two 
weeks ago while on one of his trips, turned 
over to his father, brought back to Brock- 
ton, and three hours later he disappeared 
and has not been seen nor heard from 
since. 

The boy, who is exceptionally bright, is 
such a confirmed runaway that when he 
is again captured he will probably be 
placed in a reformatory to ponder on the 
error of his ways and decide whether it 
would not be wiser for him to stay at 
home.

“Now I ain’t afraid of anything.’’ (This 
statement his father and mother feelingly 
corroborate). ‘‘Why, one of the best sleeps 
I ever had in my life was when I stayed 
out in the woods one night when it was as 
black as a black cat. I've slept in barns 
and under dories on the beach, and nothing 
ever burt me.” , 

The boy’s record bears out his statement. 
A little more than three months ago he 
left home and went to New Bedford. He 
slept in the woods the night before he 
started and walked most of the way. 

Memorial Day he left again. He took a 
short trip, visiting a number of neighbor- 
ing towns, but his money gave out, and he 
returned heme.

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SHOULD NOT CONSENT TO MAKESHIFTS 

When a delegation has a candidate for whom there is a 
reasonable hope of nomination, persistency of support is an 
evidence of both loyalty and Democracy. When a candi- 
date stands mmr a nomination with a reasonable expecta- 
tion of success, even though remote, persistency in the 
contest,is both laudable and Democratic. But when a man 
who enjoys the affection and the confidence of his people 
permits his name to be used as a convenience or as the 
weapon of a minority, with which to extort some form of 
advantage from the party, for the benefit of a few men, he 
makes an unworthy sacrifice.

The first, and always 
the ostensible, purpose of a state delegation in presenting 
a favorite son isto nominate him.

This is not new strategy. It is a well-worn convention 
trick. It is rélied upon, more than any other form of tac- 
ties, when men seek to defeat the majority candidate, by 
withholding from him support that would naturally go to 
him and nominate him, but for this artificial restraint. 
Its purpose is,rarely, if ever, in the direction. of fair play. 
Based on deceit, it rarely, if ever, represents an intention 
to serve the best interests of the party or the nation. 
Usually, if not always, it is an expedient of extortion, 
whereby a faction, a cabal or a state seeks to accomplish 
a selfish end, or to secure a coveted power, at the expense 
of the entire party. When a man’s name is so _ used, a 
graceful compliment is converted into a declaration of dis- 
regard and disrespect. His popularity and his good record 
are but the means to a covert and ignoble end. 

Favorite sons should not be merely passive, “in the hands 
of their friends.” They have a responsibility to both the 
convention and themselves, and they should not ignore it. 
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It is credibly reported that Senator Dubois of Utah 
desires to attack polygamy in the states and territories 
through the federal constitution and the federal courts. 
To that end he will, it is said, seek to secure the adoption 
of a platform utterance in favor of a constitutional 
amendment which will give Congress the necessary juris- 
diction. There is strong evidence that the senator’s 
proposition is prompted by political considerations, and 
that his real purpose is not so much to abolish polygamy 
as to serve certain local political needs in his state. It 
will be difficult to convince thoughtful men that there is 
either wisdom or expediency in amending the constitu- 
tion to meet any special local condition or party ex- 
igency. Constitutional tinkering is a dangerous habit at 
best, and it is especially objectionable when it seeks to 
enlarge federal powers in dealing with local affairs in the 
states.

‘The New Pork i orla’s Editoriat Today. 

Every day’s developments at St, Louis render more cer- 
tain the nothifiation of Judge Parker. Jhe World’s pre- 
diction on April 14 is in the way of literal fulfillment. 

Whatever efforts have been made or are still feebly 
making to secure recognition for other names will come to 
nothing. No other name will be seriously considered in the 
national convention, even if presented. 

A “sane and safe” candidate for President being assured, 
it is important that the candidate for vice-president be 
selected with equal discrimination, and that the platform 
shall match the ticket. 

It ought to be a fixed rule with every national conven- 
tion to nominate no man for the second plaee whom 
it would not be willing to gominate for the first. The pro- 
priety of such a rule is enforced by the fact that five vice- 
presidents have become presidents through the death of 
the chief executive. 

The Republican convention set a good example in this 
matter. It chose its candidate for vice-president, from the 
central, important and doubtful state of Indiana. And 
in Senator Fairbanks it found a candidate who, by virtue 
of character, ability and experience in public life, is of the 
‘| residential size.” 

It is difficult to understand the management that would 
pick out as Judge Parker’s associate ex-Senator Turner 
of Washington. There is a suggestion of David B. Hill’s 
shortsightedness and lack of imagination in jumping at a 
former Republican and southern carpet-bagger, who came 
into the Democratic party through the door of Populism, 
on the free silver issue, simply because he promises to de- 
liver to Parker (who does not need them) some Pacific 
coast delegates who were bought and instructed for anothe? 
candidate. 

Mr. Turner may be as able and as “fine looking” as his 
eulogists. declare, but is there a cool-headed politician at 
St. Louis who thinks he would help the national ticket in 
the doubtful states, to which it must look for success? The 
obvious dictate of political wisdom would be to select the 
candidate for vice-president from-one of the important 
states of the central West that there is some chance of 
carrying—lllinois, Indiana or Wisconsin—and to pick a 
man who would strengthen rather than weaken the ticket 
in these states and in New York, New Jersey and Con- 
necticut. 

Washington is hopelessly Republican and has but five 
electoral votes. 

As to the platform, it cannot be said too plainly that 
the trimming timidity and evasiveness which dictated the 
Albany platform would prove a heavy handicap, even to 
so strong a candidate as Judge Parker bids fair to become. 
Mr. Hill is quoted as saying: “Nature has solved the 
money question, and we don’t want, to go into it here.” 

What folly! The last two national declarations of the 
Democratic party were in favor of the free coinage of 
silver at the false ratio of 16 to 1. If nature has solved 
this question, ean the party do less than accept the solu- 
tion? 

If, as the Mississippi resolutions affirm, the quantitative 
theory of money has been vindicated “by the act of God,” 
can the Democratic party hesitate piously to recognize the 
providential settlement? Senator MeCarren and Mr. Cock- 
ran represented their state and the true interest of their 
party yesterday in urging such action upon the committee. 

The convention should remember that the Republican 
platform sagaciously and specifically declares that: 

“The maintenance of the gold standard established by 
the Republican party cannot safely be committed to the 
Democratic party, which resisted its adoption and has 
never given any proof since that time of belief im it or 
fidelity to it.” 

Can this challenge be met by silence? 

In 1864 the Democratic national convention made the 
monumental blunder of declaring “the experiment of war’ 
to be “a failure.’ They were justly overwhelmed in the 
election, though their candidate was the gallant McClellan. 
Mecting four years later, with the rebellion suppressed, 
the Democrats did not attempt the ostrich or mole-like 
policy apparently favored by Mr. Hill. The preamble to 
their platform “recognized the questions of slavery and 
secession as having been settled for all time to come by 
the war.” 

Is not 16 to 1 as dead now as slavery and secession were 
in 1868? 

The way to take this question out.of the campaign and 
to deprive the Republicans of the issue that gave them 
an easy victory in 1896 and 1900 is frantly to accept the 
gold standard as an accomplished fact, not to be disturbed. 
On the-allied issues of the tariff and trusts the conven 
tion will act wisely in declaring plainly the Democratit 
doctrine, avoiding extremes. Between “standing pat” on 
existing issues and “running amuck” at all organized in- 
dustries, the country would very probably choose the form 
er as the lesser evil. The platform drafted by Representa- 
tive Williams, and printed in The World today, contains 
much excellent doctrine, strongly put; but it is far too 
long. To be effective it should go through a powerful con- 
denser.

in Columbia University by Joseph Pulitzer of the New York 
World. The value of practical training in a newspaper of- 
fice hax long been maintained, and the time will never come 
in the history of journalism when that view will not obtain. 
However, the munificence of Mr. Pulitzer in providing a fund 
of « million dollars and the establishment of a college in a 
university of the Orst class, suc h as Columbia, gives to jour- 

naliem a rank among the learned professions, 

This dignity has long been contended for by editors, but 
. never been heretofore acknowledged as a profession, an4d 
the journalist of the future will bear the stamp and seal 
cf nw great American university. Our country has produced 
inany distinguished journalists who have achieved eminence 
by reason of commanding ability or great public service at 
critical times in our national history, or who have made 
great. financial successes in the domain of newspaperdom, 
but tu Mr. Pulitzer was given the noble inspiration of found- 
ing a college of American journalism. 

In view of this splendid benefaction it seems to me proper 
that the State Press Association of New York, in which 
state the founder achieved a notable journalistic success and 
ef which he is a resident, should by resolution express its 
approval of the high purpose of the founder, its sympathy

ELEVATOR HAE 


Boston Docks Damaged Fully $1,000,- 
000 Through Blaze Started by 
Lightning. 


BOSTON, July 6.—The immense grain 
elevator of the Boston & Main Rail- 
road Co., one of the largest in the world, 
together with three of the company's 
freight houses, on Piers 1 and 2, Mystic 
wharf, Charlestown, were burned last 
night, entailing a loss of over $1,000,000. 
Three lives are supposed to have been lost. 

Thirty-five sailors of the Allen line 
steamer Austria; which was lying at Pier 
1, jumped overboard to save themselves 
from the flames which had communicated 
to their vessel. Olga Olsen, boatswain's 
mate, James Fiynn;, fireman, and Patrick 
N. Meehan, fireman, are the supposed vic- 
tims. Flynn's body has been recovered. 
Most of the crew swam to shore, but 
eleven of their number were injured and 
required hospital attendance. 

Before the fire on board the Austrian 
could be gotten under contro! all her upper 
work had been burned. Thé steamer ar- 
rived yesterday and had discharged a part 
of her cargo, and this portion, which in- 
cluded $30,000 worth of whisky, was burned 
in the freight house. 

‘The fire started during a heavy thunder 
storm when a bolt of lightning struck one 
of the freight houses, in which was stored 
a quantity of hay. The flames spread 
rapidiv to adjoining buildings, including 
the elevator, and the larger part of the 
fire apparatus of the city was summoned 
to save other property. Fortunately, there 
was no wind to carry the great shower 
of sparks any distance. 

The elevator had a capacity of 2,00,000, 
but as near as can be figured today, it 
held not over 109,000 bushels of grain. 

The loss on the elevator will be at least 
$400,000, and on the contents $100,000 more. 
Losses on the freight house, its contents, 
the piers, and to the steamer Austrian 
will eusily swell the total to more than

Lucas Avenue and Then Attempts 
His Life. 


SAYS HE EXPECTS TO HANG 
BUT IS GLAD SHE IS DEAD 


Brought His Victim to St. Louis From 
Pittsburg Year Ago—She Was 
Well-Dressed, Wore Diamond Rings 
and Earrings and Looked to Be 
Refined. 


After cuting the throat of Mrs. Marcella 
Kerr, with whom he had been living for a 
year, Edgar L. Evans, 23 years old, living 
at 2708 Lucas avenue, slashed his wrists 
with the same razor, and ther as death 
seemed to be coming too slowly, cut his 
own throat. 

The tragedy was enacted in front of 2718 
Locust street at 1:45 o'clock Wednesday 
morning. Jealousy is ascribed by Evans as 
the cause for his act. The woman died 
almost immediately. Evans is at the City 
Hospital. His condition is serious, but he 
may recover. 

Mrs. Kerr's maiden name was Lyons. 
She is said to have accompanied Evans to 
St. Louls a year ago. 

Evans and the woman were found lying 
upon the sidewa'k by J. A. Thomas in 
front of his home at 1:45 o'clock, his at- 
tention having been attracted by sounds 
like someone was choking. Investiguting 
he found her lying in & ~ pool - of 
blood, stretched full length across. the 
sidewalk. Her head was almost severed 
from her body. She was dead. A few 
feet away was Evans, unable to sit up cn 
account of the loss of blood. 

Thomas was sleeping on the lower floor 
of his residence close to the street when 
he heard the sounds. 

In full glare of a nearby street light, he 
saw the two bodies. The woman 
stretched out across the walk, while Evans 
was seated and leaning with his head 
against the fence. Before Mr. Thomas 
vould reach him he had fallen to the oe 
About this time, someone further up the 
street had either seen the’. bodies or wit- 
nessed the act. This man called to Patrol- 
man Bernard McGrath, who was stand- 
ing just around the corner on Twenty- 
Kighth street. 


Asks the Arrest 
Of a Man. 


McGrath rushed to the scene. Evans was 
oonscious of all that was transptring about 
him, and told the officer his victim was 
the cause of the decd. An ambulance was 
called and Evans was sent to the hospital. 
As he was being placed in the ambulance, 
he told the officer to arrest one Frank 
Davenport, who, he said, was responsible 
for the trouble which led to the murder and 
attempted suicide. > 
Until about six weeks ago, Evans 
and the woman lived with her 
mother, Mrs. Lyons, at 2308 Liieas ave- 
nue. Evans went to San Francisco for an 
indefinite stay, although he said he would 
not be gone iong. He returned Thursday 
of last week to find she had (ieft 
the home of her mother and that his friend, 
Frank Davenport, who had also boarded at 
the house, had left at the same time. He 
made effort to locate theni, but was unsuc- 
ceseful. She did not know of his re- 
turn to St. Louls and he was unable to find 
her, 

Tuesday night at 10 dclock as he was sit- 
ting on the steps in front of his home with 
his brother, George Evans, he saw 
pass along the oposite side of the street in 
company with Davenport, George Evans 
Bays.
